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conviction—among many educators and other 
thoughtful people that, however efficient our 
schools may cultivating the mental powers 
and imparting knowledge, they are not made 
effective they might and are not doing 
much they ought for the moral train- 
ing the young. This dissatisfaction with pres- 
ent conditions finds utterance the newspaper and periodical 
press, the lecture platform, conferences for the inter- 
change views upon the subject, and the increasing num- 
ber essays and books treating moral education. And 
has been accentuated the startling disclosures moral de- 
linquency that have recently given rude shock our com- 
placent faith public and private honesty and rectitude, 
committed, this malfeasance has been, quarters where 
was least suspected, and indicating that the lowering moral 
standards business world had become far more prevalent 
than was generally realized. 

this abrupt and rough awakening situation both dis- 
graceful and dangerous not surprising that portion 
the blame for existing moral conditions has been laid the 
door the school, well the home and the church. 
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the conviction many that the ethical function the 
school has been far overshadowed the intellectual that 
the former has not received due recognition the very heart 
the mission the school, the vital purpose for which 
exists. The moral faculty, side, human felt 
needs educated and trained just thoughtfully and per- 
sistently the mental powers; and this training should pro- 
ceed pari passu with that the intellect and co-ordinated 


with it. And many the pedagogical principles and methods 


employed the latter may used advantage moral 
education well. 

contended that, while the daily routine school disci- 
pline and duty indispensable for moral well intellectual 
growth and should nowise undervalued depreciated, 
moral education any profound and comprehensive sense 
means far more than the unreasoning, mechanical cultivation 
good habits through the enforcement mere discipline and 
formal routine. The pupil should carried back the 
habits the ethical principles which underlie them and 
give rational basis all right character and moral prac- 
tice. And the primary aim moral training should 
arouse and stir into steady and continuous action the individ- 
ual life the dynamic moral forces high aspiration and motive, 
duty and honor and the love what true and good. The 
moral ideas and conceptions that are but dimly outlined the 
background the child’s consciousness require brought 
forward into the vivid foreground his thought and activity 
and made clear and distinct his mind, that they may become 
influential the conduct life. 

not our purpose argue the question here, but these are 
some the considerations which have led many thoughtful 
persons the conclusion that instruction practical, applied 
ethics should have definite and recognized place school 
education, just truly any other study, and should 
planned and conducted with equal care and forethought, under 
deep sense responsibility for the upbuilding character, 
—not character consisting body good habits merely, 
essential this is, but habits based upon and inspired and 
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vitalized right principle, without which they would crumble 
and disintegrate the white heat some moral crisis. 

the purpose these articles offer some hints toward 
such practical program ethical teaching, suggest some 
general principles method, and trace the lines along 
which the work should carried forward. Brief treat- 
ment the subject must be, may suggestive and helpful 
those who are trying work out feasible plan for them- 
selves; and may awaken the interest others impor- 
tant phase education, which perhaps they have given little 
thought. After all, successful character building 
means character lessons, they may fitly called, every 
teacher must solve his problem its details for himself. 
the last analysis the solution must the expression his own 
character and personality. 

Our theme concerns itself with three points: first, method 
and spirit; second, subject-matter; and third, material for 
illustration. 

First, the method and spirit these lessons. all 
ethical teaching everything depends upon the choice method 
and upon the spirit which animates and inspires the teacher. 
wisely managed, such lessons will afford him way ap- 
proach his pupils which other lesson can give precisely 
the same fashion the same degree, and can made the 
means most wholesome influence upon the atmosphere 
the school matters conduct and morals. 

definite time should set apart for the lesson, preferably 
the close the week’s work, when the moral bearings 
the events and experiences school life during the week can 
gathered into one strong and deep impression. cer- 
tain important particulars the ethical lesson should made 
different from every other—from the view-point the pupil 
especially. Lest look the light unwelcome 
task, formal preparation should required, nor should 
enter into his school record. should differentiated 
from the ordinary recitation purpose, character, spirit, and 
freedom method have interest peculiarly its own, 
that the pupils will look forward with anticipation, 
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the time when work laid aside, and when they and their 
teacher meet for familiar heart-to-heart talk upon subjects 
fundamental right living. 

The method followed should the main conversa- 
tional. give the exercise the character tone lecturing 
preaching would defeat the end view. Sitting his 
chair, his pupils gathered about him with much informality 
possible, the teacher should make much question and 


‘answer order awaken thought and hold their interested 


attention throughout. According well-known pedagogical 
principle, impression the pupil largely conditioned upon 
expression the impression without expression.” 
must led think, and express freely his own judg- 
ments. Skilful questioning will draw him out. What has 
himself observed and experienced can thus made available 
throw light upon the subject hand, clarify confused 
moral conceptions, and reinforce the points presented and 
bring them home the pupil himself. ethical teaching 
vital moment discover his point view, how looks 
the matter under consideration, what his own mind and 


heart, and get him take positive stand and 


definite decisions upon practical questions right and wrong, 
and state the moral principles involved and the reasons and 
motives which thinks should control his own actions. Ifthe 
teacher does not understand his pupils, and unable place 
himself their individual view-point, will quite sea 
how best present practically the topic under discussion. 
Hence the value the teacher, well the pupil, the 
conversational method, the art questioning, which Socrates 
employed with such marvelous skill and telling effect illus- 
trated the Dialogues Plato, and means which 
made those gathered about him reveal their own inmost 
thoughts and feelings, using this revelation guide for 
himself giving them instruction. Those pupils who are dis- 
posed remain the background, taking part the 
discussion, need especially receive their full share the 
questioning, and all should encouraged ask questions 
freely. 
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Another essential characteristic method ethical teaching 
abundant and varied illustration. cold abstractions, vir- 
tues, duties, principles moral action have little meaning, and 
make slight appeal most people, and especially the young. 
But when clothed the flesh and blood story, incident, an- 
ecdote, example, experience, biography, they become living 
realities; they kindle the imagination and touch the heart; 
they stir enthusiasm and awaken the moral nature. Canon 
Henson, Westminster Abbey, has well said: matter 
common experience that abstract morality has very little 
effect upon character and conduct. Principles must em- 
bodied examples, they are bite into the youthful memory 
and become abiding influence subsequent life.” 

Solomon’s saying, Out the heart are the issues life,” 
contains nutshell the simple but profound psychology 
ethical teaching. Character and conduct are the expression 
the heart more than the head, feeling more than 
reasoning, pre-eminently childhood. ethical 
teaching must primarily strive influence and shape the 
feelings, sympathies, and impulses. This can best, perhaps 
only, done means example and illustration, which 
incarnate the principles and rules virtue life has 
been and being lived world real men, women, and 
children. When interest has thus been aroused, and the heart 
and the feelings have been brought into play, then the reason- 
ableness and rationality the rule principle right living 
most profitably explained and emphasized. should 
the ultimate goal ethical teaching ground the char- 
acter and life upon right reason, which feeling shall 
handmaid and helper giving effect the dictates reason. 
story, incident, example, should valued accord- 
ing its fitness illustrate clearly and sharply define some 
point the lesson, drive home and fasten the 
consciousness and the memory, and above all bring into 
dynamic connection with the will. 

held leash and not given too wide range, nor permitted 
wander far from the main points which intended 
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impress. These should few, repeated varied forms, 
thoroughly illustrated, and gathered the end concise 
and terse summary the practical conclusions that have been 
reached. the lesson proceeds, the blackboard will found 
very useful, record the leading points they are taken up, 
the key words and phrases that will appeal the eye, and 
abstract the lesson copied the pupils into their note- 
books. 

The world’s store wisdom literature should drawn upon 
for proverbs and wise sayings, furnish striking and impres- 
sive setting for moral truth, principle precept. Skill 
weaving into the lesson story, incident, any kind illus- 
tration should cultivated. But even telling lacks some- 
what artistic form will effective, because comes fresh 
and hot from the crucible the teacher’s own thinking and 
feeling. 

Short selected readings poetry and prose should often 
introduced. They will give variety and interest the lesson, 
and coming voice from the great world outside the school- 
room, they will add authority the words the teacher. 
Poetry especially can employed great advantage ethical 
teaching for the poets spiritual vision are most clear-sighted 
interpreters moral truths and invest them with the charm 
rhythmic melody and vivid imagery, graphic description and 
story, and glowing feeling. 

And what the spirit that should inspire all ethical teaching? 
The teacher must first all have clear and accurate under- 
standing what character building involves and requires, and 
heartily believe distinctively ethical teaching valuable 
means this end, supplementing and rounding out the ordinary 
everyday resources and influences which make more less 
indirectly for the development character. Otherwise his 
efforts will insincere and perfunctory. 

should keep himself touch with the currents thought 
and life the outer world, that may interpret that world 
his pupils and their moral relations it. For moral education 
concerns itself not much with the conduct children the 
special sphere school life with the development the 
entire personal character, which they are take with them into 
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the affairs and activities the outside world when school life 
finished. 

The teacher the ethical lessons must have warm sym- 
pathy with childhood and youth, and seek understand 
children and appreciate their feelings, interests, and motives. 
the lack this sympathy and appreciation found 
the reason why many teachers fail achieve the best 
results, not only character building, but other lines 
school work. must have faith human nature, that even 
the most unpromising and unresponsive, the wayward and 
perverse, there somewhere, some nook hidden 
depth recess their spiritual being, spark conscience 
that can kindled into flame, conception right and 
wrong that can sensitized, respond high principle 
and motive. 

may necessary probe deeply into the child’s nature 
order reach the moral center his being and touch into 
action his dormant moral forces. may have sink our 
shaft far down through many overlying strata indifference 
and evil tendencies before can open the springs con- 
science and ethical sensitiveness, and cause their clear waters 
rise the surface and fertilize the life and make bloom 
with virtue’s beauty and grace. But however long and often 
disheartening the process may be, let there faithfulness and 
patience, hopefulness and perseverance, sympathy and love, 
and withal optimism that even repeated rebuff and defeat 
cannot extinguish discourage. For must never for- 
gotten that, like intellectual growth, the growth the charac- 
ter slow and often almost and the seed germs 
moral principle that have been patiently implanted the 
mind and heart during childhood apparently not waken 
into life and become active, energetic, controlling forces until 
the years maturity have been reached, when moment, 
were, they often ripen into fruitage character and deed 
that surprises its beauty, strength, and nobility.

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College Methods and Administration 


The College Laboratory

years ago the college laboratory was 
hardly known tothe students. To-day one 
the most important and valuable assets 
every institution that claims give adequate 
training science. Then the scientific equip- 
ment the college was used mainly for demon- 
stration experiments, for research work the 

for the use the students. Could anything prove more clearly 
the growing popular recognition the value laboratory 
work educative factor, and the necessity founding 
the teaching science personally observed facts and the 
individual’s own experience? 

But although are all agreed that some laboratory expe- 
rience essential for everyone who studies science, and not- 
withstanding the fact that all believe have clear and 
definite conceptions the justification the laboratory 
work science courses, yet ask large number 
teachers science specify definitely why they believe 
laboratory science, will find very wide diversity opin- 
ion concerning it. Perhaps half those whom question 
will tell that laboratory experiment justifies its presence 
the curriculum illustrates clearly important principle 
science, that helps fix the principle mind, its 
worth depending its fitness supply the sensory basis for 
some scientific concept which the student must grasp order 
comprehend rightly his environment. 

Others lay stress the training that laboratory experi- 
ment gives accuracy observation, manipulation, and 
while still others think that the laboratory work 
important because emphasizes the fact that science founded 
concrete and not authoritative statements. 
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Some would probably suggest that the prime duty the lab- 
oratory develop the notion that definiteness all things 
depends quantitative knowledge; and some others might 
express their opinion that mental integrity and open- 
mindedness are fostered forming the habit trying see 
things they really are the laboratory experiments. Many 
other opinions would expressed response our inquiries, 
but these are probably the most widely accepted. 

Doubts and misgivings how far these ideals are attained 
college laboratory work, and also whether the 
function that laboratory try attain some all them, 
must frequently have possessed the mind every teacher 
science. Speaking for myself alone, may frankly confess 
that questions this nature have perplexed considerably 
the course work instructorin physics. order 
that may not misunderstood, wish state the outset, 
that the remarks that follow are not aimed any particular 
teacher teachers. They simply state the argument that has 
been going own mind with reference own work. 
they seem criticise rather severely, please remember that 
the system under which have grown which the sub- 
ject attack. This system seems certain 
respects faulty, that leads bad results the hands 
even the best teachers. could once learn apply our 
worthy efforts good system, great would the reward 
thereof. 

laying the blame the science teaching 
the system instruction, not wish imply that this 
system the work any one man any one instituion. 
Many men and many schools have taken part its building, 
and there are many worthy features about it. with the 
sincere desire improving the system where seems weak, 
and also rendering the current interpretation more broad 
and liberal, that the suggestions the following paragraphs 
are offered. Others may may not sympathize with me, 
some may pity me, but let man say criticising 
anything but the system instruction seems 
work own instruction. 
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When obliged organize college laboratory course, the 
first question answered is, What experiments shall 
include?” attempting answer this question, teacher 
naturally looks first the published manuals for material ready 
for use. Here finds wealth suggestion which should 
inspire him. For the physicist, confine the discussion the 
subject familiar the author, there are, first all, 
measuring instruments and the methods using them for 
obtaining accurate measurements lengths. these so-called 
experiments the student may learn use the micrometer caliper, 
the vernier caliper, the spherometer, the dividing engine, the 
comparator, the kathetometer. Yet when has learned 
use these things, has acquired something which 


cient value repay him for the time expended? Are any 


the purposes the laboratory work subserved these exer- 
cises? Some claim that skill the use these instruments 
will needed later experiments, hence they should 
learned now—formerly powerful argument educational 
matters, but now, fortunately, nearly obsolete. Now studies 
appear the curriculum because their educative value, not 
because their subject-matter may possibly used some 
future time some few the students. 

But granted that this case the preparation for future 
use sufficient justification for their retention, provided that 
future use important enough, must then ask what that 
future use is. When look farther the manuals, again 
using physics example, find these instruments used 
determining numerous coefficients and other physical con- 
expansion solids and gases, coefficients 
rigidity, restitution, elasticity, cubical compressi- 
bility, together with densities score substances, solid, 
liquid and gaseous, dozen different methods. Again the 
question arises, for what educational purpose? these coeffi- 
cients have been most carefully determined experts, that 
their values are very approximately known. Why 
amateur, redetermine them, allowing him perhaps two 
hours for work that really requires days? necessary for 
furnishing him with the sensory basis for the comprehension 
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much needed laws? because this exercise his moral 
perceptions are rendered more sensitive, since the instructor 
requires him result that deviates but small amount 
from the accepted standard value? so, why frequently 
necessary devise such elaborate systems filing results and 
making reports are often found desirable? 

Perhaps accurate quantitative knowledge these 
cients necessary understanding important phe- 
nomena nature, perhaps not; but any rate, student 
gains from these experiments manipulative skill, sensitive 
touch, and appreciation the value accuracy (this latter 
because his report refused too much variance with the 
instructor’s idea what should be). Still, the college 
the place develop such skill manipulation? For the 
favored few who are going spend their lives scientific 
work, yes. But there yet remains the great majority stu- 
dents who are not going enter technical science profes- 
sion; what need have they such highly specialized skill? 
the lawyer who can measure the diameter bicycle ball 
the thousandth millimeter better than one who can 
measure one only hundredths? Can the former split hairs 
with greater facility than the latter because this manipulative 

Moreover, the modern educational doctrine, which bases all 
true learning motor dynamic factors, tells that different 
kinds motor training are appropriate different stages 
growth. ideal case, the child gaining his motor edu- 
cation acquiring mastery his own arms and legs. Ata 
later stage, his motor education becomes more subtile, delicate, 
and detailed—he learns write, whittle, saw along 
line, etc. During his youth also getting motor experi- 
ences with things about him—bicycles, trolley cars, trains, 
boats, etc. the college age, the center gravity his 
motor experiences has passed over from experiences the 
more external, mechanical sort those social and eco- 
nomic nature. then learning the ways the world and 
the usages society. When reaches this stage masters 
the motor experiences proper earlier age less easily than 
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the earlier age. Hence, the ideal case, the general stu- 
dent should acquire whatever manual dexterity necessary for 
his future welfare before his college years. The development 
this form dexterity should, therefore, form part the 
aims college laboratory intended for students who are not 
going into scientific work profession. 

But return our manuals: reject experiments 
measurements for measurement’s own sake, and also 
spurn the re-determination known constants and coefficients 
barren and sterile work, what may college lab- 
oratory? There seems little left. No, here are the 
that need verification re-discovery. There are 
Boyle’s law, and the laws boiling, the laws freezing, 
evaporation, motion, the inclined plane, gravitation, 
magnetism, induced currents, lenses, mirrors, etc. 
Here material for many course. 

There can doubt that there material, and valuable 
material, enough here for everyone. Yet the educational 
effects obtained with this material depend much how 
used architectural effects depend the way which the 
building materials are used. may construct from the same 
materials Greek temple, perfect its symmetry and unity, 
the complete realization limited ideal; may rear 
Gothic cathedral, with its spires aspiring the clouds; 
may chuck together modern flat building, with steam 
heat, tile floofs, and sewer-brick back. build the first 
the child’s mind when dogmatically present the laws 
science fixed and changeless, axiomatic character, and 
worked into logically perfect system; the second results 
when the laws are shown their true light statements 
men’s ideals concerning the phenomena the world about 
them; and degenerate the flat huilding when all done 
solely for the sake practical applications, for man’s physical 
comfort, and for commercial ends. 

The first requisite experiment that intended verify 
that should not verify exactly. The student should 
see clearly that the measurements lead close approxima- 
tion the law—the closer, the greater the care with which the 
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work done. must recognize that the law the limit 
toward which the results the experiment seem point. But 
must not allowed forget that there always narrow 
gap chasm great depth between the results the most 
accurate experiments and the laws, and that from this 
bottomless abyss that the future great discoveries science 
will drawn. dam this chasm with dogmatism and 
bravado, close the eyes the learner the true spirit 
science, and render him memory crammer and mummy 
far science goes. Hence, student’s measurements should 
not verify the supposed law, and should encouraged 
try see whether too can conceive the law correct 
the ideal case, after making proper allowances for the crudities 
himself and his apparatus. 

These experiments that deal with the great principles 
physics seem commendable when presented the 
manner just described, because they furnish the sensory basis 
for just comprehension the principles. Besides, they may 
made give true conceptions scientific work and the 
value quantitative knowledge. 

the other hand, many claim that the attempt verify 
anything the laboratory pernicious, leading the students 
try see what they believe they ought see, rather than 
see things they really are. claimed, rightly, that this 
tendency most injurious youth’s morals, and certainly 
complete opposition the spirit true science. order 
avoid all chance such calamity, has been suggested that 
the laboratory experiments consist measurements energy 
and efficiency. such experiments the result cannot 
known advance. Furthermore, the student here dealing 
with problems more nearly akin those that actually arise 
the world about him. trying find out how much work 
given system able under given conditions, and how 
much has paid the system order it. Such 
experiments, addition, make clear the fact that the work that 
can done machine never greater than the work that 
done it—that something cannot obtained for nothing. 
Yes, these energy transformations and transferences certainly 
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furnish fruitful and valuable field, and one that has not yet 
been worked much, from which select experiments for 
laboratory course. These experiments deal with the real 
matter physics—energy—and are that account more 
fundamental than the others. 

And yet seems hard escape the application the new 
concepts dynamic education even this type experiments 
the case the non-specialist general student. the col- 
lege age for him the opportunity for obtaining motor 
education social and economic matters, what use the 
scientific laboratory work toward the accomplishment that 
end? has passed the age particularly devoted motor 
education the physical and mechanical world, the age 
which dynamic experiences with natural phenomena make 
their most vivid and lasting impressions him, and which 
the problems which interested solve deal largely with 
such things. earlier eager curiosity concerning the whys 
and wherefores the physical world about him has been super- 
seded less eager curiosity about the whys and where- 
fores the social human world into which just entering. 
drive such one college laboratory course 
retard his progress, and arrest his normal development. 
him the college laboratory like restaurant which only 
cold potatoes are obtainable—nourishing, perhaps, but some- 
what past their prime. 

would seem, then, that for the normal non-specialist the 
present instruction laboratory science, with its wealth 
exactness and technical detail, misfit. warmed- 
over course, which the same principles and experiments that 
are presented the high school are again reviewed greater 
detail, and with greater emphasis technique. What 
needed for these general students college discussion 
the bearings science the history and present forms 
social and economic life, with laboratory work the 
present sort, rather than the customary re-hash subject- 
matter from which the juice should already have been pressed. 
other words, the college course science should try give 
the student who seeks breadth and culture new and en- 
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larged view the value and the bearing science human 
life, rather than fill him with more detailed and more 
highly specialized mass information, which, his age, 
ordinarily interests him but little, and arouses his enthusiasm 
even less. 

Looked from this point view, course science 
college would very different from any now given there. 
the science were physics, the proposed course might begin with 
discussion the steam engine. The discussion would not 
conducted now generally done, beginning with 
statements Boyle’s law, the law Charles, the laws 
saturated vapors, Joule’s equivalent, etc. would rather 
first consider the uses machines various kinds early 
times, the economic circumstances that produced the necessity 
for greater source power than the water wheels and wind 
mills then use, and the early attempts the use steam, 
with analysis the reasons for their failure. The work 
Watt might then studied carefully, followed the 
consideration the contributions Rumford, Hirn, Joule, 
Clausius, Mayer, Stephenson, Fulton, and others, leading 
eventually the modern steam engine and its efficiency, 
rather, its inefficiency. Along with this, attention should 
given the social and economic changes conditioned 
closely connected with the development the steam engine, 
and its application manufacture and transportation. 
all this there should be, for the general student, laboratory 
work, but plenty demonstration experiments, lantern slides, 
photographs, and collateral reading. 

When the steam engine was finished, electricity might 
taken the same way. The electric telegraph and the 
dynamo and the telephone have certainly affected economic 
and social life powerful way, and played important 
part bringing about present conditions. The entire subject 
electricity could easily brought, desired, into discus- 
sion the subject from this point view. 

Practical appliances like those just mentioned should not, 
however, receive all the attention the class. The achieve- 
ments pure science must not neglected. Thus the Coper- 
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nican system astronomy has certainly had tremendous 
effect our intellectual and spiritual life, and the modern 
electro-magnetic theory light may considered but one 
the many evidences the general drift society towards 
conceptions unity and solidarity. Thus while the prac- 
tical achievements science have been enabling men attain 


the modern physical and external unity the world, the 


theories and hypotheses science have been playing less 
important part our inner development toward conceptions 
intellectual and spiritual unity. 

Such course science would certainly appeal the gen- 
eral student when gaining his motor education social 
and economic matters, because the problems whose solution 
interested lie mainly those fields. That this ideal 
whose attainment cannot immediate all will admit, since 
assumes that the student has had the necessary motor training 
physical and mechanical matters his earlier education. 
But even has not had this, would not better give 
him college the training suited his age and tastes—to 
awaken his real enthusiasm through the problems which 
especially interested—than either try make back 
deficiencies manner that necessarily mechanical because 
misfit, repeat more abstract and technical way 
the work covered his high school course? 

The important points that have tried make clear this 
discussion are briefly these: For the specialist science 
engineering, college laboratory work the right sort 
essential part his professional training. For the non- 
technical general student, college laboratory work neither 
essential nor desirable; the emphasis this case should 
laid the services science developing and maintaining 
intellectual, social, and economic life. For all students, 
the greatest importance that proper motor training 
matters natural phenomena given during the pre-college 
this training should include laboratory work the right 
sort profusion. 
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Child-Study 


usual thing child when unrestrained 
natural; there artificiality, shamming. 
Human nature has free play; and the doings 
children reveal with great clearness their psycho- 
logical make-up. Accordingly one who has 
made child-life study can forecast with consid- 
erable exactness the child’s probable future. 

For the strong psychological tendencies child- 
life will usually (though not always) become the dominant 
principles later life. 

the first place must observed whether the child 
self-possessed diffident. self-possessed child and diffi- 
dent child may the same thing similar things, and 
indicates one psychological tendency one child, and some- 
thing entirely different the other. 

diffident child has hard time. sure mis- 
understood, and often unjustly punished. easily 
flustrated new surroundings which destroy for the time 
being his mental equilibrium. Hence does things which 
are contrary his real nature. may even tell the untruth, 
and belying himself continually. lenient with such 
child. Judge him not his occasional misdeeds and mis- 
takes, especially such that occur when uncustomary 
surroundings. 

observing diffident child, note his ways and doings when 
home and his customary surroundings. generous, 
thoughtful, obedient and truthful, marks him possessing 
noble-and trustworthy nature. Such may, when away 
from home when company present, contradict all these 
noble qualities. 

There hope for diffident children. They may not develop 
rapidly other children, but many have become the great 
thinkers the world, and many outgrow their affliction. 
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different with self-possessed child. not easily 
flustrated; new surroundings and scenes not disturb his 
mental equilibrium. often does better away from home 
and when company present than other times. This the 
reverse the exhibitions diffident child. self-possessed 
child should not pushed forward, flattered and made too 
much of. should made give faithful account his 
doings, and his misdeeds should not unnoticed. 

Several interesting cases the doings children have 
come notice. college professor was once much con- 
cerned about his four year old little girl who frequently told 
her parents that she saw strange dogs and cats the different 
rooms the house. The parents would where the child 
said she saw the strange animals, but nothing would found. 
The professor could not account for the child’s untruthfulness, 
and talking her and punishing her did little good. few 
inquiries led solution the case. The girl was much 
delighted every time her parents searched for the animals. 
This fact gave the key the situation. 

The moral faculty, the last assert itself, had not become 
vital force her life. But she was acute observer, rea- 
soner and planner. She understood the logic cause and 
effect. some time she had seen her parents search the 
house for something (it may have been dog cat), and 
pleased her. Since then, for the sake seeing her parents 
search the rooms, she had told seeing and hearing the 
animals. She was not concerned about the moral side the 
case. 

The child’s strong trait was the ability plan order 
bring about her wishes. This prophetic good business 
woman and leader society—one who can manage things. 
The girl’s untruthfulness this age did not necessarily indi- 
cate that she would always so. For the moral faculty, the 
last assert itself, sometimes does not become vital power 
until the ninth tenth year. 

the other hand, the girl had been anxious and fearful 
when her parents were searching for the supposed intruders, 
would have indicated that she failed distinguish between her 
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imagination and the reality. Many children, and even older 
people, have this trouble. this case she would hear and see 
the animals her vivid imagination. Children sometimes tell 
that they have seen people and what these people said them, 
when fact they have not seen the people all. They have 
only imagined what they think they have seen and heard. 

nine years’ old girl was going home from school one 
night when several pigs that happened field came 
near her. She was much frightened and ran her home, and 
rushed into the house greatly excited, exclaiming that the pigs 
had bitten her. There were indications her clothes 
body that the pigs had touched her. was only case 
strong imagination, and failure discriminate between the 
imagination and the reality. 

Another case: There were two sisters about eleven and 
years age. When the younger girl found anything 
school, lead pencil bookmark, she would once try 
find its owner. But when the older girl found anything she 
did not try find the owner, but quietly laid the article aside, 
and few days would appropriate for herown use. When 
asked where she got the new pencil, ribbon bookmark, her 
answer would that she found it, and not finding the owner 
used herself. 

The thirteen year old girl’s course indicates selfish and 
cunning nature. Such person ready take unfair 
advantage over others, and sometimes not too honest. The 
sister’s course prophetic person frank and honest. 

Another case: self-possessed four years’ old girl was well 
behaved home when company was present. But when- 
ever company was present, she was away from home, she 
was different child. She would romp the floor, tip over 
chairs, knock the dishes from the table and spill things, the 
great annoyance her parents. Talking with her even before 
people, sending her bed without her supper, and other 
punishments had little effect. The parents did not understand 
her, and she was growing worse instead better. psychol- 
ogist who had given special attention child-study visited the 
family few days and discovered the cause the trouble. 
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The child was vainglorious and wanted attract attention 
herself—that She did she did order get people 
notice her, and course she cared little about what she did. 
When her mother had talked her for her misdoings before 
company only helped her her ambition, for attracted the 
attention the people her. This girl’s doings were pro- 
phetic future woman determined all cost the center 
popularity and notice. The remedy was simply this: pay 
little attention her antics possible, and give her 
special notice when she did she should. 

Another case: little seven years’ old boy was arrested with 
older lads breaking into car. was handed over his 
parents for punishment, and for his punishment was com- 
pelled wear his sister’s dress for few days. This kept him 
the house and off the streets, because was ashamed 
seen wearing dress. The little fellow had often been 
trouble. His weakness was not being able say when 
was dared anything. His mates, knowing this weak- 
ness, often dared him things; would accept the dare, 
and often got into trouble. Wearing his sister’s dress may have 
possibly helped strengthen his power resisting evil. The 
boy needed most careful training experts for the purpose 


strengthening the weak side his nature. There should 


special institution for such children. 

Another case: Two boys about thirteen and fifteen years 
age went berrying. The younger boy, under the pretense 
helping the other, told him where order find good 
picking. Behold the older boy’s surprise when discovered 
that his companion was shrewdly keeping ahead and picking 
the nicest and the largest berries from all the bushes, while 
(the older boy) was picking the smaller berries. The younger 
boy showed the spirit traitor who would sacrifice his best 
friends when would advantage himself. 

Another case: five years’ old boy attended church social 
where partners were selected for the supper numbered cards. 
happened that his partner was woman old enough his 
great-grandmother. Everybody knew that would have much 
preferred someone else. And many boys his age would have 
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showed their disappointment, and would have tried make 
other arrangements. But not this boy who carried his part 
through his partner was his real choice. This indicated 
strong character and was prophetic the future man who would 
not whine when things did not please him, but would 
through life calmly ocean steamer rides through the 
waves. His neighbors will not know when disappointed 
his expectations. 

Another case: young boy had the craving torture in- 
sects and small animals. often did so. was punished 
his parents, but the abnormal propensity was never cor- 
rected and the result was that became murderer. 

Another case: nine years’ old boy saw little child step 
front rapidly approaching trolley car. The boy rushed 
the child, grabbed him and snatched him away from danger. 
Such quick action emergency made possible the rapid 
working the mind. Three mental states follow one another 
rapid succession. First, the danger the critical situation 
seen; second, the course action decided upon; and third, 
the will exerted action. Many people cannot act thus 
quickly, because the mental states not follow one another 
rapidly enough. 

Suppose twenty people see child the street the way 
arunaway team. Before half them would even think what 
done, and before most the rest had resolved 
act, three four might rush for the child and snatch him from 
danger. 

People who can act instantly emergencies make heroes, 
exceptionally good business men, soldiers and generals. 
most every day the papers tell heroic achievements such 
people; many business man owes his success instantly 
taking advantage and the greatest generals 
the world have achieved many their victories through the 
same virtue. Perhaps few generals have equaled the Cuban 
leader, Macceo, this respect. Macceo had had military 
training and opportunity, would doubtless have become 
one the greatest generals the world. was, could 
outwit and baffle the greatest generals Spain could send against 
him. 
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Another case: The lad Samuel, when perhaps about twelve 
years old, felt his duty tell the high priest, Eli, that his 
office would not descend his sons. must have been hard 
thing for the lad break this awful news his master. 
fact that Samuel did proved him brave and courageous 
—the characteristics prophet. to-day children who 
hard things from the sense duty are the future prophets and 
leaders. 

certain place where was the pastor the church, there 
lived peculiar woman. She had only few friends; she was 
mad with most everybody, and did not speak many her 
neighbors. She made herself very unhappy well all 
around her uncomfortable. From person who had always 
known the woman, and who had been her schoolmate, learned 
how the woman did when girl. She was very imaginative, 
and had haughty and jealous disposition. Unless she could 
first and have the best place their school games, she 
imagined that the other girls were trying slight her, and she 
would leave them and away herself and sulk. might 
days before she would speak them. 

The woman carried through life this unfortunate disposition. 
She imagined that her neighbors were purposely imposing upon 
her when they got new hats other clothing, had social gath- 
erings their homes, painted their houses. But she could 
have the best everything, and first everything, she was 
satisfied. 

all probability she was spoiled child home, and had 
her way most everything. And doubtless her parents often 
put themselves out humor her. The girl needed just the 
opposite kind training order correct her disagreeable 
habits. She should have been made pleasant and agree- 
able when she did not have her blessing would 
have been for both herself and others her disagreeable habits 
had been corrected 

Much can told watching schoolboys play ball, 
fact, most any game. The boy who plays heartily and cheer- 
fully when things not just thinks they should will, 
later years, lives, most useful and faithful member 
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his club church. will member who can relied 
upon. But the boy who withdraws from the game when 
not quite pleased, and who goes about telling how the others 
not know how play, will the unstable and troublesome 
member his club church. will the small-natured 
whiner, and things not suit him will withdraw, and will 
try injure those who not happen please him. 

There need new profession. Many parents have not 
the opportunity making psychological study child-life. 
Therefore, they often fail understand their children who are 
misjudged and often wrongly punished. This does child 
life-long injury. 

After thorough study child-life, students should locate 
cities and large centers child observers and parent ad- 
visers. Parents who are conscious not understanding their 
children, and who find difficult train them, should consult 
the observer; and she (young ladies rule would 
better for this work than young men) many instances might 
live with the family day two. Then the observer would 
able advise the parents regard the needed treatment 
their children, order suppress wrong psychological ten- 
dencies and strengthen the weak tendencies. fact, such 
trained observer should visit and even stay day two 
every family with children. Such work would prove great 
blessing. Parents would helped understand their chil- 
dren better. And many child would saved from going 
the reform school and from criminal life. Also the diffident 
children would helped overcome their affliction. The 
rise this profession may looked for during the present 
century.

the practical value training algebra and 
geometry?” fair answer would run follows: 
These subjects are indispensable the student 
certain branches pure and applied science, 
g., physics and engineering, since they are 
necessary calculation, but for other persons 

they have little direct practical utility 
rarely need one have specific recourse x’s and y’s the line 
solve concrete problem daily life. the ques- 
tioner persisted, Why, then, since only few pupils will enter 
the regions where algebraic formulas and geometrical diagrams 
flourish, should spend much time upon them our 
schools?” the reply would that while their direct utility 
inconsiderable, their indirect utility important. They are 
indeed vital education, and the purpose the following 
paragraphs point out some details this practical signifi- 
cance. 

That education consists not only the acquisition truth, 
but also the development acquisitive power, mental 
exercise well mental contents, may taken pre- 
mise. Since, therefore, for most students, the truths algebra 
and geometry will never become directly useful, follows that 
these subjects must demonstrate their usefulness through the 
pursuit them active mental process. They are, ina 
word, helpful studies. means them the pupil forms 
_mental habits which are available and efficient studying 
other things and solving daily problems. For true 
habit that brings not only ease and rapidity performing 
the operation which developed it, but also, though lower 
degree, additional skill performing similar operations. Acts 
which employ the same muscles react facilitating each other 
the knotting one’s necktie and the folding paper train the 
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fingers deftness which service applying bandage. 
Especially this principle true learning pursuit. Dif- 
ferent branches require, greater less extent, the same 
kinds mental activity. remarkable that the great 
scholar, though perhaps known the world only through pro- 
ficiency single subject, usually well versed several 
others, which his attainments have without doubt been 
assisted the skill and thoroughness which made him master 
the first. Similarly, too, the utility algebra and geometry 

Just how does this indirect utility accomplish itself? Simply 
stated,—by forming habits precision and systematization. 
fact, algebra and geometry are some respects the best train- 
ing ground for the formation these habits. Let explain 
this more fully. 

precision mean careful attention details. first 
thought any alleged connection between plus and minus signs, 
coefficients, exponents, and the other hand the constituents 
language, literature, and inexact science, may seem largely 
fictitious and hence assertion that precision the former 
inculcates precision the latter may appear incorrect. But 
however unlike these objects attention may be, the process 
attention much the same both cases. Physiologically, 
the mechanism perception rendered more accurate 
exercise; and psychologically, the practice dwelling 
particular until its subsumption under general rule guarantees 
its reliability, develops most useful habit study. For there 
pass hastily over step which seems probable vaguely 
familiar, although moment deliberation may reveal seri- 
ous logical defect omission. geometry pupil will 
refer glibly this that theorem without really considering 
whether the given construction satisfies the necessary condi- 
tions. Hence enforcing precision such cases the teacher 
will foster self-critical habit thought that will univer- 
sally beneficial study. unclear thinking may thus 
made stamp itself uncertain and unsatisfactory. 
might add also that there here opportunity for training 
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intellectual honesty which likely profound ethical 
importance later development. 

the first place, therefore, algebra and geometry may 
made serve the formation good mental habits train- 
ing the pupil precision attention and thus under- 
standing. 

Secondly, systematization. this mean the mental habit 
arranging details parts awhole. For example, 
now conscious several particular things wish say this 
subject. They come mind confused jumble, and 
were set them down they appear they would probably 
baffle the reader and lose much their significance. bit 
reflection, however, tells that they may classified under 
three heads: the definition systematization, its importance, 
and its relation algebra and geometry. The result least 
orderly progress the thought, expressed the succession 
paragraphs. Again, the reading essay may the 
simple perusal sentence after sentence, each perhaps clear 
itself, may the further relating the thought the 
sentence the subject the paragraph, and the paragraph 
the purpose the essay. Such systematization involves the 
twin processes analysis and synthesis. necessary first 
find out the fundamental thought the subject, 
the root the and second construct thereupon 
arrangement parts, each which has definite place and 
significance with respect the fundamental thought. This 
method study usually hard work, for requires large 
amount abstraction, ¢., the searching for relations between 
the part and the whole, and unfortunately most writers not 
attempt help the reader this respect; but the result sure 
against confused uncertain acquaintance with its various 
details. 

The value such habit study exceeding great. 
Facts are much more easily remembered parts system 
than isolated facts. Psychologically, indeed, this the art 
associative memory” its most perfect form. Historical 
dates, for example, which have long eluded with the most 
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persistent perversity, are easily pigeon-holed when their occur- 
rences are grasped items period development, 
details historical system. Likewise the peculiar usages 
Latin, perplexing translation and baffling composition, 
are rendered much more familiar learned relation cer- 
tain broad principles the language. Furthermore, often 
happens that our subsequent use fact regards just this sys- 
tematic relationship. Economic statistics, for most us, are 
burden which should reduced minimum; but the 
outlines economic structure and development are great 
importance for our thinking. Hence for least two good rea- 
sons desirable cultivate the habit learning things 
systematically. 

That the study algebra and geometry confirm this habit 
certain. algebraic exercise problem, geometrical 
demonstration, itself small system, essential feature 
which orderliness; proper arrangement parts neces- 
sary success. the problem the central thought 
reached analysis the equation; secondarily, there are 
several unknown quantities, their relations must also ana- 
lytically determined. Construction the equation synthesis 
known and unknown quantities is, point difficulty, nine 
tenths the performance; remains only complete the 
solution following definite rules simplification. ele- 
mentary algebra the solution problems far the best 
illustration what have called systematization, although 
factoring, simultaneous equations, and other minor subjects 
may turned account developing the same mental habit. 
ence between the squares and 3(y this the 
fundamental thought. Synthesis, rule, these latter quan- 
tities gives the desired factors, viz., and 
Likewise pair simultaneous equations 
stand some relation, ascertained analysis, such that 
certain process, let say division, will eliminate unknown 
quantity, otherwise simplify the solution. 

geometrical theorem fertile field for systematic pro- 
cedure. The analytic question is, What previous theorems 
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relationships that may turned account are suggested 
what here Synthesis, logical form, elements 
thus obtained constitutes the demonstration. For example, 
analysis the proposition The sum the angles any tri- 
angle equal two right angles” reminds that the sum” 
angles implies arrangement side side around common 
vertex. Once this idea grasped, the further insight that 
such arrangement corresponds certain theorems about 
parallel lines cut transversal follows simple association 
geometrical ideas. These elements are then easily arranged 
logical system which proves the proposition. indeed 
unfortunately true that most text-books geometry minimize 
the necessity for analysis both offering synthetic demonstra- 
tions without explaining even mentioning their important 
analytic foundations, and also accompanying 
exercises with appropriate hints” which discourage and frus- 
trate originality. Nevertheless the teacher can inculcate the 
habit systematization least some members class 
discussing theorems the way suggested. 

Such habit, repeat, becomes useful all further study. 
also with the habit precision. Let guard, however, 
against certain possible objections. does not follow that 
good students must possess mathematical proficiency, have 
had extraordinary mathematical training. Neither mathe- 
matical habit mind itself reliable mental equipment for 
dealing with practical problems. Nor, indeed, are the bene- 
ficial results such habit always distinctly obvious. Our 
mental life vastly complex; our theoretical beliefs and prac- 
tical decisions are due all sorts conflicting causes, many 
them emotional and irrational. Mathematical habit can 
best but strictly limited function life. Yet the importance 
education elementary mathematical study none the 
indeed, its very abstractness seems give superior general 
utility. The fact that good students mathematics are usually 
good students other subjects also lends authority this 
opinion. Algebra and geometry are therefore valuable features 
school training.

has been said that women sometimes seem have let pale 
the rose-hue their domestic affections through prolonged 
season ambitious intellectual gymnastics. The inference 
that some the nurture youth seems kind attenuate 
the affections for the remedial and wholesome influences 
home life. 

The preparatory school separates the boy from home 
time when the home influence ought effect. From 
fourteen onwards few years the boy acquires attitude 
likely afterwards distinguishing characteristic. Away 
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from parental restraints inclined exult his personal 
liberty, become forward and self-confident, blasé, imitation 
conduct that goes with riper years. usually 
the worse and not the better. age profit ill 
independent association with large numbers. The prospect 
long career independence school and college looms 
large, offers privileges that tend make him autocrat, sets 
him forward, his own imagination, with bound, that 
maturity which entitles him keep his own counsel and tempts 
him assume license season impudence and tyranny. 
This manifest the endeavor boys preparatory schools 
copy the ways college men, and especially organize 
secret societies and through them arrogate themselves 
power the school influence the administration. They 
bound over the dew and the bud life, which possible ought 
prolonged fresh and innocent and susceptible, miss the 
inspiration and the fervor adolescence, which ought 
approach gradually the larger expectations. This practice 
sentenced not good form. The lengthened period 
youth still brief and rightly extends through the prepara- 
tory school, institution that supplants the home life its 
pupils. The restraints and exactions the home which refine 
away conceit, suppress irregularities, check wrong tendencies, 
are force the preparatory school implication Presi- 
dent Thwing and the Andover document. 

the boy transplanted into the preparatory school 
loses much the personal attention that due him. the 
repair this loss the school looks towards ‘‘the great business 
living.” One the obvious reasons the boy needs special 
attention that likely gifted with certain amount 
makes allowance for the personal equation.” Ifthe boy lacks 
it, commonly does, has him the making Togo.

tailor into privilege lounge about the railway station. 
has not yet learned distinguish between his own will and 
necessity, between the ostensible and the real. The school 
endeavors point out this distinction, eliminate the equation. 

The school supposed impress him with definite notion 
what becoming, honesty, fair play, manly conduct. 
moral pressure equal tonic atmosphere supposed 
emanate from the authorities, sufficient blight any tendency 
double dealing underhand methods—the methods the 
mask and the stiletto. Shams and cant and snobbery are 
supposed exotic, unreality and veneer find salubriety, 
personal purity and openness character indigenous. 

the school looks towards great business living,” 
endeavors encourage chivalrous spirit, which manifests 
itself kindly service and generosity word and action 
helps the student realize the higher benefits school life 
and the substantial pleasures later life which ought 
enjoy. This spirit identifies itself with wholesome outlook, 
represents the preservative quality which takes its tincture from 
goodness heart—represents the spirituality regenerate 
nature. 

Right feeling desired, the ivy-growth that native and 
becoming, that adorns and gives grace the thing touches. 
But cannot imparted matter policy, not taught 
formal even conscious way. Its rise partakes 
wise the nature hothouse growth, but rather the nature 
mood, which communicates itself unwittingly con- 
tagion. not induced, seems, studied words 
instruction, but the unconscious reflection personality.

The magic 
wand which bewilders and overpowers the multitude yields its 
chief authority inward quality becomes the insignia 
power. The power self-control, self-effacement, the 
power eliminate bias and see things they are, the 
princely scepter beside which the imperial authority 
but shadowy symbol.

Ulterior and patriotic motives aside, 
leveling and equalizing force and makes for democracy 
school. leven sweeten the environment, make 
wholesome the atmosphere where adolescence nurtured.

sense good and evil forces, imparts the ease manner exi- 
gent personal innocence, the bearing one who thinks 
clearly and sees straight.

According present system 
the paper Reading contains three groups four questions 
each.

That paper Reading contains nine questions 
that the student need not answer, the paper Study four 
questions which need not answer. Why are these alterna- 
tives offered? The ostensible purpose give student 
fairer trial permitting him choose the questions (1) 
which are easiest, (2) which knows best, (3) which 
thinks most interesting. Undoubtedly the intention good, 
but what are the results? student spends, probably, fifteen 
minutes choosing the questions wishes answer.

confusion answers due inadequate preparation, yet there 
some physiological cause for the vagaries the student. 
The mere physical presence paper nine unnecessary 
questions the eye soon tired, the brain 
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responds, and mental vigor mercilessly dissipated purely 
mechanical means. 

For the readers, moreover, alternatives make much trouble. 
Obviously, certain extent, objective standard marking 
must prevail; but, the same time, necessary find out 
what students can given examination just average 
fixed. The standard may far more easily when 
all students answer the same question than when some answer 
one question, some another. There serious loss energy 
the reader has constantly adjust and readjust his point 
view, marking now question one, now question two, and now 
question three. 

The whole subject marks made even more perplexing 
alternatives. The belief per cents appears many 
college teachers little better than superstition, but the prepar- 
atory schools desire the closest records their students. The 
marker English must judge fairly (1) neatness, (2) punctua- 
tion, (3) spelling, (4) grammar, (5) sentence-structure, (6) 
paragraph-structure, (7) style, (8) imagination and originality, 
(9) reason, and (10) memory and knowledge fact. The 
practice readers cannot possibly consistent; two will 
mark alike, and reader will mark twice alike unless 
mathematical automaton and worthless teacher English. 
there not something ridiculous the spectacle intelli- 
gent human being making the attempt decide whether, 
consideration all these sides, boy who answers questions 
and shall have per cent, boy who answered 
questions and about the same manner had per cent? 

the relief the examiners, alternatives are abolished, 
there need speak. The effort make out varied 
questions every year difficult the effort find four new 
synonyms each year for familiar word. would seem the 
sympathetic spectator that the examiners would gladly 
released from this bondage.

Surrounding the building two sides are well kept courts and fields 
for basket ball, tennis and golf, for outdoor sports; and, indoors, the 
usual modern conveniences for protected, systematic, physical exer- 
cise. These provisions, however, are such, general way, may 
found many colleges and universities throughout the states. 

the same building, also, may seen the equipment and the 
teaching conveniences the department domestic science and arts. 
The appointments here are very complete, and the registration 
these classes goes far prove the efficiency the instruction offered. 
interesting, too, note that this was the first higher institution 
the country establish such chair domestic science. This was 
effected under the late Dr. John Gregory, first president the 
institution. But its introduction was measure premature. 
generation ago what woman wanted the schools was more school. 
ing, not instruction home making. For some years was not 
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much patronized. Girls gave themselves the classics, science 
and the languages, even mathematics; and the domestic arts 
were for time little regarded. 

But along with the growth the conception efficiency educa- 
tion, and establishing vital connection between learning and life 
other ways than through the professions, the application home 
interests has immensely appreciated value, both the estimation 
the women reached, and the authorities furnish the instruc- 
tion. the University Illinois, which the state’s technical 
well cultural institution, these classes are well patronized. 


even this department not the distinguishing feature the 

woman’s building. Capacious quarters, one whole wing and 
numerous rooms, parlors, reception rooms, study rooms, libraries, 
rest rooms, society rooms, etc., are set aside the social clubhouse, 
for the exclusive use the women the university. Sisterhoods, 
sororities, etc., secret and semi-secret societies, flourish here else- 
where. while regulated, they are not discouraged. They are 
recognized having legitimate place, and serving wholesome 
purpose the mixed college life.

Its privi- 
leges are open every woman the university virtue her 
membership the university. believed the first building 
the kind any American university; unique its arrangement, 
unique its function. recognizes the personal and social life 
being factor the achievements the cultural life. The conven- 
tional habit here such may found the best appointed home 
and social circles. Here are privacy and home comforts and social 
intercourse and the inducements refined life high levels, and 
connecting themselves with learning and the studious habit. This 
experiment Illinois may well watched and studied other 
co-educational institutions.

NATIONAL TENDENCIES EDUCATION 


The differences between nations are nothing more manifest than 
their educational systems and tendencies, fact well illustrated 
recent legislation England, France and Prussia. Reduced its 
simplest terms, the education bill which has passed the English House 
Commons voices the will the people that local authorities shall 
control local taxes. principle admitted the Lords, 
safe predict that the Liberal party will ready compromise 
questions touching the vested interests and the conscientious convic- 
tions the Church 'party. Their spirit this respect arises from 
reverence for established institutions and historic antecedents deeply 
rooted the consciousness English people. This sentiment, which 
naturally much weaker our own country, makes impossible 
England the simple plan secular public schools readily adopted 
throughout the United States. Apart from sentiment there are also 
property interests protected law and local prerogatives, all which 
have considered any modifications the school system. 
Herein lies the explanation intricate details every English school 
law, extremely confusing foreigners.

France has established the recent laws suppressing clerical 
schools, would impossible England the United States. 
The policy accords, however, with the French spirit which delights 
unity and logical system. The new Prussian school law replaces the 
Simultan Schulen—that is, schools which children different re- 
ligious denominations are instructed together all secular branches,— 
sectarian schools. that respect, least, purely political 
measure like the English law 1902, and like that runs counter the 
current tendencies national life. 

The forces that have shaped these several measures the countries 
named affect the whole organization and conduct their respective 
schools; hence the absurdity those who advocate the adoption 
one country the educational schemes and methods another. Dr. 
Sadler has well said, Education, indeed, thing far too closely 
intertwined with the fibre nation’s life, too intimately bound 
with its past history and with its social and political condition, for 
practicable, even were desired import educational sys- 
tem ready made from abroad.”
